SUBJECT: CSCE CBM'S: DUTCH PROPOSAL TO MODIFY GUIDELINES FOR PRIOR 
NOTIFICATION OF MANEUVERS 

REF: USNATO 694 

1. SEVERAL REPS IN NATO CAUCUS MEETING ON FEB 1 1 EXPRESSED 
INCOMPLETE UNDERSTANDING OF DUTCH PROPOSAL IN FEB 7 NAC (PARA 
6 REFTEL), AND WONDERED HOW AND ON WHAT BASIS NETHERLANDS 
FORESAW DISCUSSING NEW APPROACH WITH SOVIETS. NETHERLANDS 
REP SAID THAT IDEA WAS TO CONTACT SOVIETS ONLY AFTER INTERNAL 
ALLIED STUDY, INCLUDING IMS ESTIMATE OF NUMBERS OF MANEUVERS 
UNDER VAROUS THRESHOLD PROPOSALS, AS COMMISSIONED BY ASYG 
PANSA. OTHER REPS GAVE VIEW THAT BEST PLACE FOR FURTHER DIS- 
CUSSION. ONCE IMS DATA WAS AVAILABLE, WOULD BE IN NATO CAUCUS 
IN GENEVA. 
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2. MOST MEMBERS OF CAUCUS HOPED THAT IMS ESTIMATE WOULD 
TAKE INTO ACCOUNT NOT ONLY THE DIFFERENT THRESHOLD 
PROPOSALS ON TABLE IN GENEVA (NATO 12,000; NEUTRALS - 
18,000; AND SOVIETS -"ARMY CORPS”), BUT ALSO OTHER 
RELEVANT ASPECTS OF NEGOTIATING SITUATION: 

(A) EXTENT TO WHICH SOVIET TERRITORY IS INCLUDED, 

I.E. 700 KMS BORDER ZONE (NATO PROPOSAL) VIS 

100 KMS. (SOVIET PROPOSAL). 

(B) MULTINATIONAL VS NATIONAL MANEUVERS. 

3. CASCUS ALSO HOPES THAT DUTCH IDEAS WILL BE TIGHTLY 
HELD WITHIN ALLIANCE BECAUSE OF POTENTIAL DAMAGE TO 
FIRM NEGOTIATION POSITION ON ADVANCE NOTIFICATION 
PARAMETERS. UK REP ADDITIONALLY POINTED OUT THAT 
ANY LEAKAGE OF PURELY FACTUAL RESULTS OF IMS STUDY 
MIGHT UNDERMINE ALLIED POSITION IF, AS SEEMS LIKELY, 

THE RESULT SHOW THAT PACT WOULD BE OBLIGATED TO 
ANNOUNCE SUBSTANTIALLY MORE MANEUVERS THAN ALLIES 
IN EUROPE. 

4. CAUCUS UNDERSTANDING WAS THAT NORWEGIAN REP 
WOULD TAKE PRINCIPAL RESPONSIBILITY FOR CONVEYING 
THESE POINTS TO NATO AUTHORITIES IN BRUSSELS, BUT 
OTHERS WOULD ALSO REPORT THEM IN NATIONAL CHANNELS. 

5. AFTER CAUCUS, UK REP QUESTIONED WHETHER US WOULD 
BE ABLE TO RELEASE INTELLIGENCE DATA THAT IMS WOULD 
NEED TO REPLY TO ASYG'S RQUEST. US REP REPLIED 

THAT IMS COULD PROBABLY PREPARE "ESTIMATES", AS 
REQUESTED, WITHOUT NEED FOR DETAILED INTELLIGENCE DATA. 

6. COMMENT: FACTUAL INFO REQUESTED FROM IMS WILL BE 
USEFUL TO ALLIES IN GENEVA, AND WE HOPE US AGENCIES CAN 
PROVIDE PROMPTLY TO IMS ANY RELEASABLE SUPPLEMENTARY 
INFO ON PACT MANEUVERS THAT MAY BE REQUIRED FOR "ESTIMATES". 
ON OTHER HAND, WE WOULD HOPE THAT ALLIED ACTION ON NEW 
DUTCH APPROACH TO ADVANCE NOTIFICATION PARAMETERS CAN BE 
SUSPENDED UNTIL REQUESTED DATA BECOMES AVAILABLE, AND 
THAT SUBSEQUENT ALLIED REVIEW CAN BE ASSIGNED TO NATO 
CAUCUS IN GENEVA SO AS TAKE INTO ACCOUNT CURRENT NEGOTI 
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
